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THE PLACE OF THE MIND 


of the heart and not of the mind. This type of 

thinking no doubt originated as a contradiction 
to the coldly intellectual form of religion that ignores 
or denies the reality of warmth and feeling in Chris- 
tian worship. In order to emphasize the sincerity of 
one’s faith and the ardor of one’s devotion to Christ, 
it once became customary to think of the heart as 
something separate and apart from the mind. In es- 
sence, the “heart” became representative of warmth 
and devotion and the “mind” became representative 
of staid and unfeeling detachment. 

Despite the extremity that created such thinking, it 
is erroneous and dangerous to hold that religion is of 
the heart and not of the mind. That simply is not 
true. Unless our devotion to Christ dominates the 
whole of our thought processes, we can never be the 
strong Christians needed in this day. 

One reason there are sO many weak and sterile 
Christians among us is that they have only an emo- 
tional experience that has to a great extent by-passed 
the mind. The mind simply has never become suffi- 
ciently involved in their life for Christ. 

This should not be so. Nothing is clearer from the 
Scriptures than the place of the mind in spiritual 
birth and growth. God has not endowed us with a 
brain only to insult us by refusing to let us use it. He 
wants us to think, to weigh, to ponder, to meditate. 

Our very minds must become captivated and over- 
whelmed by the love of God, by the reality of His 
grace and the greatness of His glory. When the mind 
becomes thus overwhelmed by the Spirit of God and 
fortified by the truth of God, it becomes a bastion, 
a bulwark for the soul. 

Evil cannot reach the soul without entering through 
the mind, for the mind is the gateway to the soul. 


g T HAS FREQUENTLY been said that religion is 


CONSIDER WITH me for a moment the 
importance the Scriptures place upon the role of the 
mind in our Christian living. Romans 12:2 tells that 
it is by the renewing of our minds that we are trans- 
formed from the world unto Christ, 

And be not conformed to this world: but be 
ye transformed by the renewing of your mind, 
that ye may prove what is that good, and ac- 
ceptable, and perfect, will of God (Romans 
12:2). 

Second Timothy 1:7 tells us that “God hath not given 

@:: the spirit of fear; but of power, and of love, and of 
a sound mind.” 


IN CHRISTIAN LIVING 


Isaiah has promised that God will keep him in per- 
fect peace “whose mind is stayed on thee: because 
he trusted in thee.” Philippians 2:5 says, “Let this 
mind be in you, which was also in Christ Jesus.” 


THUS WE BEGIN to see that the mind has 
a great part to play in our lives for Christ. That is 
why Peter admonished us in one place to gird up the 
loins of our minds (1 Peter 1:13) and in another to 
arm ourselves with the same mind that was in Christ 
(1 Peter 4:1). “Girding up” is a defensive expression 
which means that we should prepare for the on- 
slaughts of the devil by having our minds fully per- 
suaded to live for Christ. “Arming ourselves with a 
Christian mind” is an expression of offensive warfare. 
We are to so fill our minds with Christian truth that 
we are able to overcome the strongholds of Satan. 

We can understand the great importance of the mind 
in our Christian warfare when we consider the vast 
number of sins which can be committed only in the 
mind. It is very significant that much of the evil 
against which we are warned is an evil that need 
never leave the confines of our thoughts. We may 
look completely upright and honest before men and 
yet be filled with evil and corruption. We have grown 
so accustomed to thinking of sin as only a physical 
participation in some questionable practice that we 
are apt to forget that Christ reserved His most violent 
denunciations to those sins which never go beyond our 
thought life. 

Lust is such a sin. Jesus made it very clear when 
He said, “Whosoever looketh on a woman to lust after 
her hath committed adultery with her already in his 
heart” (Matthew 5:28). In the technical sense, one 
could be innocent of adultery and yet guilty because 
he committed sin in his mind. 

Covetousness is another sin that is committed in 
the mind. Colossians 3:5 classifies covetousness along 
with idolatry, yet one is committed by the worship of 
false gods and the other is committed only by greed 
of something which is not ours. 

Pride is a sin of the mind and that is so evil that 
God hates it (Proverbs 8:13). Stubbornness, arro- 
gance, jealousy and envy are all mental sins expressly 
forbidden and condemned by the Scriptures. 

Then we should consider the Christian virtues that 
can be held only in the mind. Regardless of how we 
may pretend to hold these virtues, unless they are 
really a part of our thinking we deceive ourselves and 
make mockery of the truth. Humility is a virtue held 
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AcTUAL experience is 
an important aspect of ministerial 
training. In recognition of this fact 
the Bible College and the School of 
Music at Lee College encourage the 
students in these departments to 
spend their summers in full time 
church work.

The same is true with faith, devotion, charity, mercy 
and patience. These are mental attitudes without 
which we are by no means the children of God. 

When the Bible speaks of the thoughts of the heart, 
it is referring to the deepest thinking of the mind. 
This makes us know that the mind is indeed of great 
importance in our Christian life. When we are fully 
persuaded in our thoughts concerning the life of 
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Christ, there is no power that is capable of storming 
and defeating the soul. The mind is the gateway 
through which all evil must travel. It is the sword of 
truth. Fortify it with the strength of faith. Keep it 
clear and clean with reason and judgment and de- 
votion. God has given you your mind for His service; 
see that you neither abuse nor ignore it.

God answered, “Moses, for these 
words of faith in saying, All that 
the Lord hath said this we will do 
and be obedient.” 

God speaks to us in saying, “Ye 
shall be holy for I the Lord your 
God am holy.” Some seem to think 
that God does not have an ordi- 
nance, but God has always been a 
requiring God. The same Christ 
said his disciples would be known 
because of their love one for an- 
other. If we love Christ we will 
keep His commandments. Let us not 
only love in word, but in truth and 
deed in keeping with the statues 
and judgments of God.

was not sufficient. It became nec- 
essary to change the priesthood 
and the law. 

This change was wrought by Je- 
sus who suffered without the gate 
that he might sanctify the people 
with His own blood. Christ possessed 
His vessel with great honor; it was 
without sin or spot. It is the will of 
God for you to be sanctified to pos- 
sess your vessel in honor. Only 
those who do the will of God will 
enter into the gates of heaven. A 
vessel of honor must be purged or 
tried. David said, “Purge me with 
hyssop, and I shall be clean.” 

How may God perform this mar- 
velous work in me? Jesus said, 
“Sanctify them through thy truth: 
thy word is truth.” When we will 
apply our lives to the Word of God, 
we will learn the truth. The truth 
will make us free, and he that has 
been set free is free indeed. Free 
from what? Sin. Love not the world 
neither the things of the world. 
“And the world passeth away, and 
the lust thereof: but he that doeth 
the will of God abideth for ever” 
(1 John 2:17). 

Sanctification works no condem- 
nation. The old law said, “Thou 
shalt not,” but the new law says, 
“Thou shalt have.” There is no law 
against the fruits of the Spirit of 
God which enable a man to pre- 
sent his vessel pure before God. 

Let us say as Paul, “Having 
therefore these promises, dearly be- 
loved, let us cleanse ourselves from 
all filthiness of the flesh and spirit, 
perfecting holiness in the fear of 
God” (2 Corinthians 7:1). I have ob- 
served so many men who dedicated 
their lives to God, and God blessed 
them miraculously. After a while 
they became so sold on their min- 
istry that God received no credit. 
Don’t say, “It will never happen to

me.” If you ever leave the will of 
God, your sanctification, you are 
capable of doing anything. 

So many look at sanctification 
as an outward work of grace. My 
friend, it goes much farther than 
that. Peter commissioned us in 
1 Peter 3:3, 4, “Whose adorning let 
it not be that outward adorning of 
plaiting the hair, and of wearing 
of gold, or of putting on of ap- 
parel; But let it be the hidden man 
of the heart, in that which is not 
corruptible, even the ornament of 
a meek and quiet spirit, which is 
in the sight of God of great price.”

Surrender your all to Jesus and 
put your trust in Him.

Let me conclude this mes- 
sage with Paul’s words of Acts 
20:32, “And now, brethren, I com- 
mend you to God, and to the word 
of his grace, which is able to build 
you up, and to give you an in- 
heritance among all them which 
are sanctified.”

UNDER God’s guidance 
the school is running well. My wife 
and I are living with twenty-five 
students who are being prepared 
for the Lord’s work. Every morning 
and every night we have our com- 
munal prayer in the church 
which is beside the school, Prayer 
life is so important for us, be- 
cause we are facing various dif- 
ficult circumstances. The Lord alone 
is our hope, and it is through Him 
that we believe we will be able to 


send out capable workers into the 
field. 

I have eight other teachers help- 
ing me for the different subjects, 
but they are not full time. Most 
of the burden is upon me, so I 
am giving the fundamental and 
practical subjects five days in the 
week. I am engrossed in my Bible 
all the time, but I am deeply hap- 
py in the Lord, that He has en- 
trusted me to do this big job for 
His kingdom. 
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Fifty-eight workers are now ac- 
tive in evangelistic work and are 
laboring under my direct super- 
vision. They have personal con- 
tact with me and I am praying for 
them especially, and doing every- 
thing I can to help them serve the 
Lord successfully. 

I would like to enlarge the dormi- 
tory of the school as soon as 
possible so I can receive many more 
young people to be trained as evan- 
gelists. If there is no other way, 
I will be compelled to mortgage 
my house and sell my personal 
things to this end. However, I know 
the Lord will provide, since it is 
His will to send as many workers 
as possible to reap the harvest of 
souls. 

After vacation time, in Septem- 
ber, the sixth course began. 
Great is the demand for workers, 
but only a few can we send out. 
Being fully convinced that our Bi- 
ble school in Djakarta is not suf- 
ficient in its capacity to provide 
the workers needed for the field, 
I have activated my faith to meet 
this great demand by founding a 
correspondence Bible school. I have 
four students assisting me in this 
work and we have enrolled already 
more than 150 students from all 
over Indonesia. For the present 
time, because of lack of finance, 
we issue the lessons on stencil 
print, hoping that soon we can 
print them more clearly and at- 
tractively. We are sure that we can 
reach many more students and 
thereby more souls this way.

HEN JESUS came into 
VW) coasts of Caesarea 
Philippi, he asked his dis— 
ciples, saying, Whom do men say 
that I the Son of man am? And 
they said, Some say that thou art 
John the Baptist: some, Elias; and 
others, Jeremias, or one of the 
prophets. He saith unto them, But 
whom say ye that I am? And Si- 
mon Peter answered and said, Thou 
art the Christ, the Son of the 
living God. And Jesus answered and 
said unto him, Blessed art thou, 
Simon Bar-jona: for flesh and 
blood hath not revealed it unto 
thee, but my Father which is in 
heaven. And I say also unto thee, 
That thou art Peter, and upon this 
rock I will build my church; and 
the gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it. And I will give unto 
thee the KEYS OF THE KINGDOM 
OF HEAVEN: and whatsoever thou 
shalt bind on earth shall be bound 
in heaven: and whatsoever thou 
shalt loose on earth shall be loosed 
in heaven,” (Matthew 16:13-19). 
The Keys were given to Simon 
Peter for the purpose of binding 
and loosening. The Keys of the 
Kingdom are in the world today. 
They are to be used for the same 
purpose. Before we can properly 
understand the nature of these 
keys, we must first understand 
the nature of the KINGDOM. “For 
the kingdom of God is not meat 
and drink; but righteousness, and

(Romans 14:17). 

It is NOT meat and drink. Be- 
fore God can give us a revelation, 
He must many times rid us of pre- 
conceived ideas and opinions: Ves- 
sels must be emptied and cleansed 
before they can be filled. It is a 
popular fallacy that the Kingdom of 
God is meat and drink; that it is 
material substance of this world. 
Even the Apostle Peter, after being 
taught by the Master Teacher for 
some three years, was ensnared by 
this heresy to the extent that God 
had to give him a special vision to 
rid him of this binding yoke. Con- 
sequently, we read in Acts 10:10b- 
15: “He fell into a trance, And 
saw heaven opened, and a certain 
vessel descending unto him, as it 
had been a great sheet knit at 
the four corners, and let down to 
the earth: Wherein were all man- 
ner of fourfooted beasts of the 
earth, and wild beasts, and creep- 
ing things, and fowls of the air. 
And there came a voice to him, 
Rise, Peter; kill, and eat. But Peter 
said, Not so, Lord; for I have never 
eaten any thing that is common 
or unclean. And the voice spake 
unto him again the second time, 
What God hath cleansed, that call 
not thou common.” We have the 
Spirit’s further illumination in 1 
Corinthians 10:31. “Whether there- 
fore ye eat, or drink, or whatso- 
ever ye do, do all to the glory of

God.” “For one believeth that he 
may eat all things: another, who 
is weak, eateth herbs” (Romans 
14:2). The law of love should over- 
rule our prejudices and traditions, 
because this law of love commands 
us: “Let not him that eateth de- 
spise him that eateth not; and let 
not him which eateth not judge 
him that eateth: for God hath re- 
ceived him. Who art thou that 
judgest another man’s servant? to 
his own master he standeth or fall- 
eth. Yea, he shall be holden up: 
for God is able to make him stand” 
(Romans 14:3, 4). In tones that 
resound from the infinite regions 
above this sphere, the statement is 
given in words that are lucid and 
clear: “For the Kingdom of God 
is not meat and drink ...” 

The Kingdom of God is NOT of 
this world. 

The Kingdom of God is not the 
observing of days, months, years 
and times. (Galatians 4:9-11). The 
kingdom of God is not justifica- 
tion by the law. (Galatians 5:4). 
It is not the keeping of ordinances, 
legends, ceremonial prayers, creeds 
and ritualisms. (Colossians 2:20- 
23, 14-17). 

THE KINGDOM OF GOD IS 
RIGHTEOUSNESS. “BLESSED are 
they which do hunger and thirst 
after righteousness: for they shall 
be filled” (Matthew 5:6). It is bless- 
ed to be filled with righteousness. 
This is the Kingdom of God. The 
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dear, unsaved heart longs for this 
righteousness, but he finds that he 
is depraved. “For the good that I 
would I do not: but the evil which 
I would not, that I do. O wretched 
man that I am! who shall de- 
liver me from the body of this 
death?” (Romans 7:19, 24). The 
unsaved person feels the suffoca- 
ting load of the intolerable burden 
of sin and cries for a deliverance 
that he is unable to expiate for 
himself. He has heard of the Law 
of God which was given amidst 
thunder and fire on the lofty 
Mount of Sinai. He understands 
that the moral law and command- 
ment of God is holy, just and good; 
and from the anguish of his soul 
he cries, “The law is Spiritual: but 
I am carnal, and a slave to sin.” 

The Kingdom of God is peace. 
“For to be carnally minded [de- 
praved] is death, but to be spirit- 
ually minded [righteous] is life 
and PEACE” (Romans 8:6). Right- 
eousness and Peace are synony- 
mous. Under the atonement of 
Christ we find “at-one-ness” with 
God, and consequently, the trou- 
bled, sin-tossed heart finds peace 
in the shelter of the righteousness 
of God. “Thou wilt keep him in 
perfect peace, whose mind is stayed 
on thee: because he trusteth in 
thee” (Isaiah 26:3). “Therefore 
being justified by faith, we have 
peace with God through our Lord 
Jesus Christ” (Romans 5:1). 

THE KINGDOM OF GOD IS JOY 
IN THE HOLY GHOST. “Then 
was our mouth filled with 
laughter, and our tongue with 
singing: then said they among the 
heathen, The Lord hath done 
great things for them” (Psalm 126: 
2). After one comes to the King- 
dom of God, he discovers open 
doors into the heart of the King- 
dom. First, there is the Righteous- 
ness of Christ; sins are forgiven 
and blotted out. We give to God 
our sins, and He gives to us the 
Righteousness of Christ. 

Next we find peace with cleans- 
ing. The old desires for the foolish 
frivolity of the world is gone. Our 
hearts are cleansed by the blood 
of Christ; consequently, there is 
a deep, settled peace. There is a 
place in the Kingdom of God which 
is known as “in the Holy Ghost” 


which gives great joy. The Lord 
Jesus said in John 4:24: “God is 
a Spirit: and they that worship 
him must worship him IN SPIRIT 
and in truth.” The Apostle com- 
mands under the inspiration of 
God in Ephesians 5:18: “...be filled 
with the Spirit.” The early Chris- 
tians found the inner sanctum of 
the Kingdom of God on the day 
of Pentecost. “And they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
began to speak with other tongues, 
as the Spirit gave them utterance” 
(Acts 2:4). This inner sanctum is 
open for believers today. ‘Then 
Peter said unto them, Repent, and 
be baptized every one of you in the 
name of Jesus Christ for the re- 
mission of sins, and ye shall re- 
ceive the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
For the promise is unto you, and 
to your children, and TO ALL 
THAT ARE AFAR OFF, even as 
many as the Lord our God shall 
call” (Acts 2:38, 39). The Holy 
Ghost reveals the glory of the won- 
derful Lord, and this imparts 
great joy into the heart 
of the believer. “Whom having not 
seen, ye love; in whom, though now 
ye see him not, yet believing, ye 
rejoice with JOY UNSPEAKABLE 
and FULL OF GLORY” (1 Peter 
1:8). 

The Kingdom of God is a spirit- 
ual kingdom: It is to be quickened 
together with Christ, to be raised 
up together, and made to sit to- 
gether in heavenly places. 

What is the purpose of the Keys 
of the Kingdom? They are to in- 
vest certain men with authority. 
A lovely and ancient Jewish 
custom illustrates this purpose. The 
Books of the Law were kept in a 
chest. When a man became a doc- 
tor of the Law, he was given the 
keys of the chest with the authority 
to open the chest and read the 
Law. The books, or rolls, were 
bound with string. So Christ gave 
to the Apostle the authority to 
open the Book of the Gospel of 
Christ to the people. He was also 
given authority to close the Book, 
even as the case required. 

On the Day of Pentecost flaming 
tongues of fire descended upon the 
heads of the small company 
gathered in the Upper Room. Ec- 
static utterances in tongues pro- 


claimed the wonderful works of 
God. The city of Jerusalem was 
stirred. The multitude reacted in 
different ways. Some mocked, some 
doubted, others were amazed, and 
some cried aloud: “What meaneth 
this?” The Apostle Peter, who had 
once fled in cowardly flight, and 
from whose lips had flowed fright- 
ened words of denial, was sud- 
denly changed into a living flame 
of Pentecostal Fire. In his hand 
there was the Key that the Lord 
Jesus had given to Him. This Key 
was the anointing of the Holy 
Ghost. Peter had the authority, and 
he proclaimed the authority of the 
Lord Jesus Christ: “Whosoever 
shall call on the name of the Lord 
shall be saved!” He preached JE- 
SUS! He proclaimed the Cross of 
Christ! He preached the baptism 
with the Holy Ghost! The doors of 
Salvation opened WIDE! Hallelu- 
jah! “Then they that gladly re- 
ceived his word were baptized: and 
the same day there were added 
unto them about three thousand 
souls.” The promise of Christ is 
fulfilled: “But ye shall receive pow- 
er [authority], after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you.” 

Later the Apostle was at the 
Beautiful Gate of the temple at 
the hour of prayer. A pitiful beg- 
gar who had never walked was 
lying near the gate. When the beg- 
gar asked for alms, the Apostle 
said, “Silver and gold have I none; 
but such as I have give I thee.” 
What do you have? You have no 
silver nor gold. Listen, beloved, 
Christ has the Key which Peter 
used when he said “In the name of 
Jesus Christ of Nazareth rise up 
and walk!” 

In Acts 5 we read where Ananias 
and Sapphira were bound by the 
Keys (authority) into the hands of 
the Apostle. They had lied to the 
Holy Ghost, and judgment was pro- 
nounced upon them. This discern- 
ment was of the Holy Ghost; there- 
fore, “great fear came upon all the 
church, and upon as many as 
heard these things.” 

The Keys (authority) are here 
today. Anointed ones proclaim the 
power of the name of Jesus Christ 
of Nazareth. Holy Ghost revivals 
sweep around the world. Thou-

SPREADING THE FLAME 


South Carolina introduces an ag- 
gressive, enthusiastic evangelistic 
program called the NEW-FIELD 
CRUSADERS. 

Already this program, introduced 
by the state overseer, the Reverend 
B. E. Ellis, less than two years ago, 
is proving to be most rewarding. 


ORGANIZATION 

1. Inasmuch as there is a great 
need for stimulation in new- 
field evangelism, both in the or- 
ganization and in the building 
of churches, we recommend that 
an organization be formed to be 
known as NEW-FIELD CRU- 
SADERS, to assist in the achieve- 
ments of these purposes. 

2. That we set our goal for mem- 
bership at 50 per cent of the 
total church membership in the 
State. 

3. That each member be given a 
certificate which will have twen- 
ty-four picture spaces for the in- 
sertion of pictures of churches 
which his contributions have 
helped to build. 

4. That each member pledge to 
contribute $1 on every church 
building started within two years 
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after the church has been or- 
ganized, providing the location 
and plans have been approved 
by the state and district over- 
seers. In no case shall the con- 
tributions from New-Field Cru- 
Saders amount to more than 50 
per cent of the total cost of the 
building. 


5. The pledge: “I pledge to con- 
tribute $1 to each new church 
building in a new field.” 

6. Motto: “Like a mighty army, in- 
to new fields, moves the Church 
of God.” 


7. Scripture slogans: “... Brethren, 
the time is short” (1 Corinthi- 
ans 7:29), and “I must be about 
my Father’s business” (Luke 2: 
49). 

8. All contributions from New-Field 
Crusaders are solely for the erec- 
tion of new church buildings. 


RESULTS 

Four new churches, have been 
organized and built because of the 
benefits received from New-Field 
Crusaders. 


A. LEXINGTON 


This was the first church to be 
assisted under the New-Field Cru- 
saders plan. It was organized with 
8 members and now has 25. It was 
built by the Reverend M. G. Sum- 
mers. The building as you see it 
in the picture is a concrete block 
structure 30 x 50 on a one-acre 
lot in a new development only a 
few miles from the capital city, 
Columbia. They received over $1,- 
200 from New-Field Crusaders and 
now owe less than $1,000 on their 
building. 


B. MAULDIN 
Located on a beautiful lot in a 





restricted section of town is the & 


second church to receive New-Field 
Crusaders’ support. The building is 
34 x 60 with an auditorium and 
four classrooms. It is an attractive 
basement church completed in 
brick veneer; it has steel door 
frames and metal window sashes. 
Built by H. B. Hamby, pastor, the 
Mauldin Church was organized 
with 10 members and now has 36. 
They received over $1,000 from 
New-Field Crusaders and now owe 
less than $2,000 on their mortgage. 


C. GEORGE CREEK HEIGHTS 


The Reverend George Brazelle, 
pastor, built this 30 x 50 concrete 
block structure. They organized 
with 14 members and now have 24. 
The New-Field Crusaders assisted 
them with a contribution of ap- 
proximately $1,000, and their entire 
indebtedness is now $800. They are 
having regular services in the 
building, and their prospects are 
very bright. 


D. CALVARY 


Under the leadership of the 
Reverend Haskel Lee this beauti- 
ful two-story, 36 x 90 building with 
19 rooms, hardwood floors, and 
cathedral windows was con- 
structed. It is valued at more than 
$35,000. They received over $1,000 
from New-Field Crusaders and 
have only a $12,000 mortgage. The 
church was organized just a short 
time ago with 19 members and 
has already grown to 39 members 
with an average of over 100 in 
Sunday School. The people in this 
community are very proud of the 
work the Church of God is doing. 


The picture of each church as 
it appears on page 11 is sent to 
each member of the New-Field 
Crusaders who sends in his dollar 
for that particular church. The 
picture can then be placed on the 
certificate of membership in the 
New-Field Crusaders. 


It is gratifying to see the 24 
spaces on your certificate filling 
up with pictures of the churches 
you have helped to build. It is re- 
presentative of the local evangel- 
istic work that each church is do- 
ing without being encumbered with 
a heavy debt or struggling in a 
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help them to have a respectable 
place of worship with a mortgage 
within their ability to pay. This 
plan has been commended. by peo- 
ple in communities where it has 
helped our churches. 

These 4 churches prove the worth 
of this plan; they have doubled or 
tripled their membership and have 
erected a building in less than 2 
years’ time. This is far more at- 
tractive than the old-time struggle 
for years in store buildings, ga- 
rages, tents and tabernacles. 

Some states have already 
adopted with some modifications 
this plan of New-Field Crusaders. 
It has proved a real blessing in 
South Carolina. They are glad to 
share with the whole Church some- 
thing that they are confident will 
add greatly to the growth of the 
evangelistic efforts in the Church 
of God.

STATE 


The enthusiastic and aggressive 
leadership of the state overseer, 
the Reverend B. E. Ellis, has helped 
to establish evangelism as an im- 
portant part of the work of the 
Church in South Carolina. 

A state Evangelistic Committee 
of 3 men has been appointed. Each 
pastor is encouraged to strive for 
a spirit of evangelism with special 
emphasis to be placed on training 
our people in personal soul-win- 
ning. 

Each pastor is urged to train 
his people in personal soul-win- 
ning, using the textbooks recom- 
mended by Lee College. 

Gospel tracts and literature on 
evangelism are distributed. 


DISTRICT 


A committee on evangelism 
should be formed on each district 
under the direction of the district 
overseer. 

This committee should co-ordin- 
ate district efforts on the new 
field and be alert to new field 
opportunities. 


LOCAL 


On the local level we encourage 
each pastor to study his church 
personnel and search for good

An alumnus of Davidson 
(N..C.) College (Southern Presby- 
terian), Dr. Rusk is a member of 
the Hitchcock Memorial Presby- 
oe Church in Scarsdale, New 
York. 





Wartburg Castle Now Under Communist Head 





EISENACH, East Germany — 
Wartburg Castle, famed Thuring- 
ian refuge of Martin Luther, has 
now come under the control of Dr. 
Karl Hossinger, known as a loyal 
member of the Socialist Unity 
(Communist) Party in East Ger- 
many. As the new director of the 
Wartburg Foundation, Dr. Hossin- 
ger succeeds Dr. Siegfried Asche, 
who after 8 years in the post re- 
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cently fled to West Germany claim- 
ing that non-political and free 
scientific work no longer was pos- 
sible under the Communist Soviet 
Zone regime. The new head pre- 
viously was deputy director of na- 
tional monuments in Weimar and 
until 1952 had served on the Wart- 
burg Foundation.

The Bible—Still Japan’s Best 
Selling Non-fiction 

TOKYO (EP)—Once again the 
Bible turned up at year’s end in 
Japan as the nation’s top nonfic- 
tion best-seller in 1960. Total sales: 
1,886,909 volumes. 

This total is second only to Bible 
distribution in the United States 
which last year recorded annual 
sales of more than 10,000,000 vol- 
umes. 

The Japan Bible Society states 
that since the end of World War 
II, a total of 27,074,553 Scripture 
volumes have been sold. Only 18,- 
000 copies were sold in the entire 
period from 1876 to 1944. 

Bible quotes increasingly ap- 
pearing in Japanese newspapers 
and colporteurs are said to be help- 
ing to boost sales of the Bible in 
Japan. 


North Korea Radio Scores

PYONGYANG, Korea (EP)—Red 
radio broadcasts here have un- 
leashed a verbal attack on Protes- 
tant and Roman Catholic mission- 
aries in South Korea. It charged 
that all of them “irrespective of
